, No others were saved except, those 
picked up by the Carpa,thia,~ although 
other ships which heard the death 
call of the giantess dashed with all 
possible speed to the scene. All they 
saw was ice and wreckage.

Within a few minutes of the time 


the Titanic crashed on the ice moun- 
tains her dynamos were put out of 
commission leaving the ship in dark- 
ness.

Moating about in the wreckage but so 
heavily laden were 
the draft

The crash came during a ball in 


the grand salon and many of the first 
class men passengers died in evening 
clothes. 


The Titanic was steaming at 
10 


knots an hour when the iceborg was 
struck. Because of the danger from 
ice and a fog-like mist Which rose 
from the water. Captain Smith was 
on the bridge. The ship was almost 
upon the berg before it wna sighted 
by the lookout. 
Captain Smith sig- 


nalled ful speed astern but so great 
was the momentum of the vast ves- 
sel that she was carried against the 
ice with terrific impact.
